Sa general rule, the better 

you play bridge, the more 
points you will score, Onee in 
a while, however, as today's 
hand shows, your brilliant ploy 
will land you In the soup. 

When today’s hand was play- 
ed In a crecent team-of-four 
match, the contract was four 
hearts at both tables, At beth 
tables, Ukewise, West opened 
the seven of spades, 


The frst East won the first 
trick with the ten of spades, 
continued with the king of 
spades, and then led the ace of 
spades, This gave the declarer 
a chance to go wrong.
